Order-in-Council by Government a Surprise to Parliament—Radical |

OTTAWA, April 9.—Parliament got 
a surprise when, during the debate on 
W. L. Nickel’s motion in respect to 
hereditary titles, Sir Robert Borden 
produced an order-in-council already 
passed by the government and con- 
taining most radical recommendations, 
to the imperia] authorities. They are 
four in number, as here given: 

1. No honor or titular dis- 
tinction (saving those granted in 
recognition of military service 
during the present war or ordin- 
arily bestowed by the sovereign | 
proprio moto) shall be conferred 
upon a subject of his majesty or- 
dinarily resident in Canada, ex- 
cept with the approval or upon } 
the advice of the prime minister 
of Canada, 

2. The government of the Unit- 
ted States shall exercise the same 
authority as heretofore in deter- 
mining the character and num- 
ber of titles or honors to be al- 
located to Canada from time to 
time. 

8 No hereditary title or honor 
shall hereafter be conferred up- 
on a subject of his majesty ordin- 
arily resident in Canada. 

4. Appropriate action shall be 
taken, whether by legislation or 
otherwise, to provide that after a 
prescribed period no. title or 
honor held by a subject of his ma- 
jesty now or hereafter ordinarily 
resident in Canada shall be recog- 
nized as having hereditary effect.

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Side Light on Dominion Credit. 

The deputy provincial treas- 
urer informed the public accounts 
committee of the legislature that | 
the province last summer sold a 
million and a quarter dollars 
worth of bonds for a better price 
than was obtainable for Dominion 
securities. Was it to put an end 
to comparisons suggested by this 
sort of thing that the Dominion 
ministers by order-in-council sus- 
pended the right of the provinces 
to issue bonds in future? Obvious- 
ly when securities offered by the 
Dominion bring less money than 
debentures offered by a province 
there is something wrong with the 
way the Dominion finances are 
being handled, The order-in-coun- 
cil may have been intended rather 
to stifle criticism than to conserve 
money resources for war loans, In 
any event, the fact is established 
that the province can finance it- 
self more cheaply than the Domin- 
jon ean finance it. The alleged 
‘‘help’’ of the Dominion is some- 
what less useful than no heip at 
all. 


Hope for the Stricken. 

The project to build in this prov- 
ince a sanitarium for the treat- 
ment of returned soldiers who 
have contracted tuberculosis has 
naturally raised the question of 
providing treatment for civilians

The fact that it would be un- 
thinkable to leave the sick soldier 
without an hospital is bringing 
into view the fact that it must be 
also inhuman — and _ nationally 
wasteful—to deny such accom- 
modation to the ailing civilian. 
The necessity of dealing with the 
one case may lead also to action 
in the other, 


New Tax Is a Handicap. 

The new provincial tax on coal 
ynines calls for the payment of a 
fee of 10¢ per ton on all coal ship- 
ped off the mine property. So far 
as coal sold in the pravince is 
concerned the opevators, being 
without outside, competition, can 
pass the tax on to the consumer 
by raising the price. This tax may, 
therefore, make little difference to 


them so far as local trade is con- | 


cerned, excepting the amount of 
criticism that will naturally come 
to them if prices are raised. In 
reference to coal exported from 


| the province the situation is en- 


tirely different. Outside Alberta 
the mine-owner has to compete for 
business. Hitherto he has met 
Pennsylvania coal in competition 
as far West as Regina, while the 
Pennsylvania product has practi- 
cally shut him out of the Manitoba 
market. War conditions have giv- 
en the Alberta miners an opportu- 
nity to sell coal for the time be- 
ing throughout Saskatchewan and 


| Manitoba and to establish business 


conneetions in these provinces 
which will enable them to hold the 
market against the Pennsylvania 


-eoal when normal conditions are 


re-established—provided that the 
cost at which the Alberta miner 
ean lay down coal in Saskatehe 
wan and Manitoba is sueh as to 
enable bim to offer as good or bet- 
ter value for the money than his 
Pennsylvania competitors. The ex- 


tent to which Alberta can be es- 
tablished as the coal supply depot 
for Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
depends upon the cost price of Al- 
berta coal laid down at the point 
of delivery. Stated in another 
way, the lower the producing cost 
of ‘Alberta coal, the farther East 


/the Alberta miners can push the 


line of competition with the Penn- 
sylvania product, and the greater 
the volume of business that can 
be secured to the coal-mining in- 
dustry of this province and the 
betterment of general business 
conditions. The tax of 10c¢ per ton 
on coal exported from Alberta will 
affect the extension of business in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba pre- 
cisely the same as would a corre- 
sponding increase in freight rates. 


/To counterbalance this handicap 


the provincial government pro- 
poses to spend $25,000 looking for 
new markets for Alberta coal. It 
is doubtful if the results of the ex- 
penditure will equalize the results 
of the tax. The fact of the situa- 


/tion is that markets do not have 


to be looked for: the markets are 
in sight. They have only to be oe- 
cupied, and they can only be oe- 
cupied permanently by keeping 
down the cost of coal at the point 
of delivery. The tax of 10e per 
ton represents 10c per ton in- 
crease in the cost of Alberta coal 
at the point of delivery in this ex- 
port market. No amount of public 
money spent to help push export 
business, however wisely it may be 
spent, can abolish that fact.
